FATHER AND THREE 


Four Dead in 
House 
At 
Ft. 
Way ne Evidently Since Christ­ 
mas, Victims of Gas From 
Escaping J et

Ft. Way ne, Ind., Jan. 7—(/P)— 
The frozen bodies of Fred Breer, 
30, and his three children Rich­ 
ard, 7, Mary Jane, 9, and 
Ro­ 
bert, 10, all 
in one bed were 
found in their home here 
y es­ 
terday , the v ictims of inhaling 
illum inating g as from fiv e op en 
g as jets in a kitchen stov e. The 
four had ap p arently been dead 
since Christmas. 
Destitution 
and a cheerless 
Christm as along with the disap ­ 
p earance of the wife and m other 
recently are believ ed to hav e 
p romp ted the father to op en the 
jets just before he and his child­ 
ren went to bed in a n adjoining 
room. 
Mrs. Breer was last seen two 
day s before Christmas, neig hbors 
said. It was said th a t Breer and 
his wife had quarreled frequent­ 
ly 
The trag edy was discov ered 
when neig hbors, finding 
w ater 
flowing from under a door from 
a bursted w ater p ip e, informed 
the landlord, who w ent to inv es­ 
tig ate and found the bodies. The 
neig hbors had believ ed the fam ­ 
ily had not y et returned from a 
sup p osed Christm as trip . 
Sev eral cheap p resents 
be­ 
liev ed to hav e been intended for 
th 
children were 
found 
un ­ 
wrap p ed under a p ile of rag s in 
the home. Only a small am ount 
of food was in the house. 
Police and coroner Harry Ger- 
win are searching for Mrs. Breer 
in order to g et her statem ent but 
she is not believ ed to be g uilty 
in any way . 
Additional ev idence 
of the 
fam ily ’s straitened circum stances 
was rev ealed 
when 
g as 
com­ 
p any officials found th a t a rub­ 
ber hose had been used to p ip e 
g as around the m eter 
connec­ 
tion. The stolen g as was used in 
the trag edy , p olice sadi.

Rickard died in the Allison 
Jiosp ital here y esterday on the 
six th day of an illness which 
followed an op eration for 
ap ­ 
p endicitis New Y ear’s nig ht. The 
body of the p rom oter whose 
nam e top p ed all the rest in the 
world of 
fistiana, was being 
borne by train to New York the 
scene of his g reatest trium p hs. 
Mrs. Rickard, who had kep t a 
faithful v ig il beside her stricken 
husband; Jack Demp sey , 
who 
lov ed the p rom oter as his “best 
p al” ; W alter 
Field, R ickard’s 
friend, and Stev e H anneg an, re­ 
p resenting the city of Miami 
Beach, accomp anied the body . 
Ov er the bronze casket, so heav y 
th a t 18 men were required to lift 
it into the hearse, lay a blanket 
of roses g iv en by Demp sey and 


Field, and which bore the tri­ 
bute “to our p al.” 
Rickard died g amely fig hting 
the v icious inroads of p eritonitic 
infection which 
followed the 
op eration. He 
rem ained 
con­ 
scious until about two hours be­ 
fore his deajh at 
8:W 
o’clock 
y esterday m orning . Shortly be­ 
fore lap sing into the coma from 
which he nev er rallied, he turned 
to the faithful wife and friends 
who g athered at his bedside with 
the assertion th a t he was “g et­ 
ting a toug h break, but I’ll 
fig ht.” 
Then the dy ing m an g rasp ed 
the hand of Mrs. Rickard, and 
the feeble v oice inquired solici- 
tiously about his three-y ear-old 
daug hter. 
W hen told th a t Max ine was all 
rig ht and w anted her father to 
g et well, Rickard said: “help me 
ov er this sweewheart. I’m fig ht­ 
ing my —.” He did not finish the 
sentence, and in two hours he 
was dead.

7 —(/P)—The seventh 
day of the endurance flight of 
the army Plane Question Mark 
began at 7 :26:46 a. m., today a f­ 
ter the big ship 
had completed 
144 hours of continuous fly ing. 
The monoplane already J iad 
beaten the more recent 
record 
of the Graf Zeppelin, which cov­ 
ered 111 hours, 34 minutes and 
6,500 miles 
in its voy age to 
America last fall. 
Shortly 
after 
eclipsing 
all 
lighter-than-air 
records, 
the 
ship doubled the previous endur­ 
ance refueling records of air­ 
planes, and at the 131st hour last 
night had remained aloft double 
the time an airplane had 
ever 
flown before. 
- 
* 
It is estimated tha t the ship 
has flown between 
10,000 -and 
12,000 miles, nearly half the dis­ 
tance around the world. 
The tenth night refueling of 
the ship shortly after midnight 
today was also the speediest y et 
accomplished. But 
32 
minutes 
were required by the refueling 
ship from the time the Question 
Mark dropped a fuel signal flare 
until the plane had gone up, put 
17 0 gallons of gasoline aboard, 
and landed again. 
Flight observers point out that 
the flight has proven completely 
the feasibility of refueling planes 
in flight, an operation attempted 
only a few times prior to the 
present flight, and then 
never 
with great success. 
An entry by Lieut. Elwood R. 
Quesada, one of the four pilots 
aboard, in the log dropped here 
y esterday said: 
“ One motor sounds all right 
but it doesn’t look so good. It is 
slowing up. We can’t trust our 
ears any more, 
looks as though 
the human being would outlast 


the 
motors. 
They are 
going 
fa st.” 
Sunday ’s performance, how­ 
ever, indicated tha t Quesada s 
fears for the life of the motors 
were groundless for the present 
at least. Ground and refueling 
observers said they appeared tc 
be functioning smoothly .

days before Christmas, neighbors 
said. It was said that Breer and 
his wife had quarreled frequent- 
ly The tragedy was discovered 
when neighbors, finding water 
flowing from under a door from 
a bursted water pipe, informed 
the landlord, who went to inves- 
tigate and found the bodies. The

Day of Its Continuous Flying 


Metropolitan airport, Los An- 


geles, Jan. 7—(£>)—The seventh 
day of the endurance flight of 
;he army Plane Question Mark 
began at 7:26:46 a. m., today af- 
ter the big ship had completed 
144 hours of continuous flying. 


The monoplane already Jiad 


beaten the more recent 
record 


of the Graf Zeppelin, which cov- 
ered 111 hours, 34 minutes and 
6,500 miles in its voyage to 
America last fall. 
Shortly after 
eclipsing all 


lighter-than-air 
records, 
the 


ship doubled the previous endur- 
ance refueling records of air- 
planes, and at the 131st hour last 
night had remained aloft double 
the time an airplane had ever 
flown before. - 
* 


It is estimated that the ship 


has flown between 10,000 -and 
12,000 miles, nearly half the dis- 
tance around the world. 


The tenth night refueling of 


the ship shortly after midnight 
today was also the speediest yet 
accomplished. But 32 minutes 
were required by the refueling 
ship from the time the Question 
Mark dropped a fuel signal flare 
until the plane had gone up, put 
170 gallons of gasoline aboard, 
and landed again. 
Flight observers point out that 


the flight has proven completely 
the feasibility of ref ueling planes 
in flight, an operation attempted 
only a ,few times prior to the 
present lUght, and then never 
with great success.
